HOW CODFISH ARE i>MJGHT.__ 


W here the Finest Fish Are Fo uml—Fo re­ 
runners o f the Co ining Fateh. 
“ Til« * <l«‘« 'p k« \t commercial iish come 
out of the cold water sens," said an au 
thority on the subject the other day to 
correa]*indent. 
“ It is not true that tho 
cod und herring migrate to the arctic 
seas, as was once believ ed. 
These iish 
or« » local in their habits and confined to a 
limited area, gov erned in their mov t 
merits by a sup p ly of food, the instinct to 
sp awn and the tem]x *rature of the water 
They go out from the cold waters to the 
warmer to sp awn, and come back again 
in a direct line. 
Like all animals which 
hav e homes, they come to the p lace of 
their birth for rep roductiv e p urp oses 
Generations of fish from immemorial time 
hav e come back to their nativ e banks 
and sjKjrts. 
The cod drop s its sp awn 
fr«*«* into the sea at a considerable distune 
from the bottom* 
The sp awn does not 
sink, but swims near the surface in 
transp arent « *ggs, and in aliout six teen 
day s they hatch. 
The male 
fish in 
sp awning swims deep er than the female, 
and the milt rises, as s<x >n as it is p ourei 
out, to the surface. 
The y oung cod in 
its first y ear grows to l>e a foot long. 
It 
cannot rep nx luce till it is 4 y ears <»1«1. 
“The Itev . Mr. Harv ey , of Newfound­ 
land. in his history of that island p ub­ 
lished only four y ears ago, say s that the 
finest codfish does not swim near sand 
borne by the gulf stream or tho S t. Law- 
onoo, hut up on rtx ’ky lx ittom, which 
sometimes is only fifty feet below th< 
surface, but generally nearer 400. Then 
is an outer bank called the false bank, 
where the water is 7 00 or 8 00 feet deep . 
The fishing grounds hav e an ex tent of 
200 miles long by 00 miles wide, and the 
p articularly tine ground is called the cod 
meadow, and it has nev er decreased in 
p roductiv eness. 
Thirty codfish make a 
hundred weight when dried.” 
“ How do they kno\Y when the cod art* 
running on the banks?” 
“ A little fish called the cap lin, about 
sev en inches long, p recedes them, swim­ 
ming on the surface in enormous swarms. 
The oo<l follow them in to dev our them. 
The fishermen take the cap lin for bait. 
These little cap lin fish, when they come 
toward shore, are so thick that a man 
can stand on the banks with a casting net 
and fill a cart with them in an hour. 
Tho cap lin are used by the farmers for 
manure, and are p ut up like sardines. 
Nex t come the squids or cuttlefish, which 
remain six or sev en weeks, and are also 
used for bait. 
Then the herring « m e in 
the fall. 
These bait fishes run from the 
1st of Jmn* till near winter, and without 
them hardly any thing coul<J bo done in 
cap turing the cod.” 
“ \\ liy is the codfish mrticularlv v alu­ 
able?” 
“ Because y ou can eat nearly ev ery 
p art of it. or use it somehow. 
The head 
is good; they make guano of the offal and 
l>ones as good as Peruv ian guano; from 
the bladder isinglass is made; they send 
the roe to France as bait for sardines; the 
tongue and sounds are sold in Boston and 
New York for delicacies.” 
“ How do they take the ood aslioro and 
dissect him?” 
“The Newfoundland or Cap e Breton 
fisherman comes right in from sea and 
lands at a p latform p rojecting ov er the 
water. 
W ith a kind of p itchfork he 
flings the fish on this; a rnan m there 
with a sharp knife sev ers the giUs from 
the belly , slits the abdomen to the v oit, 
and makes a cat on ep efe side of the head

Tho lip s nex t 
receiv e attention by the homeop athic ap ­ 
p lication of a retl liquid. All this is done 
with incredible swiftness and without 
any ap p arent effort to obtain artistic ef­ 
fect. 
The p articular p art of the toilet 
now begins—p enciling 
the ey ebrows. 
A small camel’s hair brush, of the best 
« juality , is moistened with the finest In­ 
dia ink, and work on the ey ebrows is 
fairly inaugurated. 
A delicate line is 
also drawn under the lashes on the lower 
Lid. This is tho way the actress p rep ares 
to make her « ap p earance uop n the stag 
when she is p ersonating a character that 
does not require her to look older than 
she really is. 
In that case, of course, 
she uses cosmetics and p aints to p roduce 
wrinkles and the necessary aged ap p ear­ 
ance. Lea<i p encils No. 1 are frequently 
used instead of India ink to p encil tho 
ey ebrows. 
“The enamelling p rocess, which origi­ 
nated in France, is v ery rarely resorted 
to on account of its baneful effects. 
It 
giv es the face a ghost-like, wax y louk, 
and is far from being beautiful. 
It is a 
I>erfect art, though, and, frequently , 
v ery old actresses can build a new and 
y outhful face for the stage with enamel. 
Used to a great ex tent it fills the p ores of 
the skin, and p oisons the muscular 
glands, p roducing disease. 
Some of the 
great and successful actresses, howev er, 
hav e outfits that a harem of Oriental 
women might env y . To enumerate a 
few articles: gly cerine, India ink, p ow­ 
ders, carmine, lead p encils, sp onges, 
p owder p uffs, crimp ers, frizzers, chamois 
skin, p uffs, braids, hairp ins, p iece of 
steel for short curls, tooth p aste, bay 
rum, Florida water, arsenic, nail-brush, 
tweezers for p ulling out gray hairs, card­ 
amon seeds, dy es, aromatic p ills for the 
breath, inv igorators, sheet of zinc for 
curling the hair, two hand-glasses, be­ 
sides other articles. 
The effect of long 
y ears of p ainting a face is <]uite v isible 
and noticeable by the generally dead ap ­ 
p earance of the skin. 
I would adv ise 
ev ery actor and actress to p ay a great 
deal of aitention to scrubbing their faces 
after the p erformance. 
They do wash 
the p aint off, but oftentimes being in a 
hurry they do not wash hard enough. 
There is an art in ‘making up ’ as well as 
in acting.”-—New York Mail and Ex ­ 
p ress.
